1 feel greatly pleased Lhat the publie should
know that Mr, Stevens scted thus gencrously
towards an cstimable woman, but | think that
we should not wait until his death to know that
not only the credit of suggestion to Mr, Stevens,
but the actual paying off ol the mortgage, is doe
to the best and kindliest of men, Judge Bilis
Lewis. He obtained of My, Steyens the promise
1o clear off the fncumbrance, but fearing thatin
the cares of pablic busiueds the promise might
be forgotien or postponed, the Chlet Justice at
once hiwsell paid the money necessary to clear
the farm, being, of course, reimbursed by Mr.
Btevens. The lady »o bevefitted was one
of the brightest intelleets of the coun-
try, and one who, unembarraseed by
pecuntary or other troubles, wmust have
made her nuark before the age. Unfortunately
she married early in fife a man ol seltish au-i
indolent habits, who, to use her own words, wes
naught but ““a useless burthen upon her heart
and hands for more than thirty years,” Making
at times large sums by her literary labors, she
was forced to remain silent and helpless, and
see the earn'ngs needed for the complete main-
tenance of hersell and children coligcted and
squundered (there being no law to protect
married women in their earnings) by one whom
she could neither love nor respect,

Under the [lnrvm‘-ure of want aud suffering she
became unable protitably to use her peo, and
was reduced to the coundition of the verlest
glave and drudge, belvg her own laundress,
hoosemaid, und cook, and 1 the interynls of
such labor, eewing, that she might be able te
procure clothing for hersell, and those depen-
deut upon her, Drugged, us suited the whim of
her oppressor, [rom one pluce to auvolher, she
was ab last heard of in a Western town as belug
in an extremely distressed condition,

Judge Lewis travelling in her viclnity called
uron her, and, findipg ber in great necessity,
determined (sltkough ehe had no elmm upon
him except that ot genius and miglortune) o
rénder her more comtorable, if possible; aud to
do this purchased asuflicient guantity of around
near her to enable ber, with the assistauce of
her children, to rise awbove actual wanot, aud
generously gave it to her jfor 4fe, wiscly, how-
ever, withbolding a deed of gift, which would
have given the worthless husband power to
appropriate thie; as he had all other of her pos-
gessions, to his own use. This most judicious
kinduess rendered the lady pecuniarily comfort-
able for the remainder ot her life, which, untor-
tunately, lasted but a few years,

Without any desire unnecessarily to glorify
Judge Lewls, I feal that all women should know
ol this grm«i deed, and be-tow upon him the
ihanks and blessinga he deserves f(or rescuing a
highly-gifted sigter to man from the “Slough of
Despond,” in which, without the assistance, she
must huve Leen helples:ly and hopelessly en-

u’l‘hn New Orleans Republican of Monday last
68—

;'llo following statements of (he mnrders and
owtrages which have occourred in the country
parishes, as taken from letiers, petitions, ete.,
which have been recelved at the Governor's
office, will, we belleve, fully justify the state
ment made in Governor Warmounth's letter Lo
the President, that one hundred and fifey mar-
ders have been committed fu the conulry
pariches within the lnst month and & half, In
addition to these slatements wo are informed
that there are otliers ol a similar character in
the j@overnor's possession, showlog the law-
lesaness of the country parishes—uund that he is
daily receiviog compluints from Unpion men
thut unless something 18 done to protect them
agalpst Rebel malice, it will be impossible for
them to jive in the country.

We also learn that in many instances the old
oflicers refuse to surrender to the newly elected,
whicth increnses the diffienltics of hving in the
couniry, nud encoursges {he already too exten-
sive relgn of terror,

A letter from G, W, Hudspeth, Opelonsas,
July 21, mentwons esevernl murders in West 8t
Landry; the murder of two irecdmen and child,
and the wounding of two freedmen, ou the night
of July 7, by s party of men in disguise.

A leter irom Emerson Beutly, Opelousas,
gays ihat for seversl nights two armed men
bauve luin concenled within thirty feet of his
door, where they have remained from sundown
until midoight. Last night the number was
incregsed 10 four; two lay prostrate near the
fences; two concealed themselves o tall weeds,
near a4 path he was accustomed to travel.

Also speaks ot the orgaol-
ratlen of seoret pocletics which hive the same
end in view.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE.

— e 4
Abatement of the Dreaded Pestilomes.

The New York World of this morning says:—
A visit to the Abbatoir at Commuuipaw, yes-
terday afternoon, showed that there had been
but little spread of the disease among the cattle
since Monday. There was not a large namber
of caltle in the yards, however, and all the dis-
eased ones except twenty-three, which are
kept in quarantine, had been killed, and sacri-
ficed to the rendering wats, to be made lnto
tallow. Arrivals are expected from the West
and Southwest lﬂ-ﬂlTh' aud to-morrow morning
which will probably decide whether or uol
the discase extende as widely as is now feared,
Eighteen bullocks from Champaign county, 1L
all supposed to be disessed, wers allughtamd
yesterday, which was as larve a number as the
company could dispose of in one dn{. and not
ueglees their regular work of supplying their
customers with the other ment, To-day, Aftecn
more will be killed, the remulning eight being
reserved for the health pbysicians to make
observationa and experiments om. These
eight have been quarautined in two separate
pens since Monday last, When first put in
some of them appeared to be very bad,
but mone have yet died. Their symp-
toms are carefully watched, and if one of the
animals die the sanitary efficors propose to have
the body lhoroughly dissected. Some of the
carcasses of the eighteen diseased catile killed
yesterduy looked extremely bad as they hung
up m the dressing-room. The lesn porsions
were s flery red, sud the fat was of a sick!
yellow color, The carcasses were the same a
over, ivside and outside, These animals are not
£0 thoroughly bled as if they were intended for
the market, and their unnatural appearance is
therefore partially enhaunced.

Several Texan bullocks were killed in the
afternoon, and their carcasses were found to be
in a periect healthy conditiou. In fnct no traces
of the digcase have been found in the cattie st
all, potwithstanding they are supposed to coms
municate it to the Norchern cattle, The general
beliel i, a8 It bhas been heretofore in respect to
the Spanish fever, that the home cattle, feeding
upon pastures where the wild Texan cattle
have grazed previously, become fnoculuted with
the disense in some mysterions way,

At the Bergen Hill vards several car loads
arrived yesteraay from Warren county, Indiana,
The train started Monday with sixty five head
on board, and put off twenty-one sick av Camp-

ville, in the westero part of this Buate.
Most of 1these died ehortly aflier. On
reaching the yards, about ona mile wess

of Bergen, the remainder of the cattle were un-
loaded, and three more being round diseased,
were knosked on the head immedialely, The
others will be gquarantined, Al the siaughter-
house in One Hundredth street, over 1000 fine,
healthy cattle from different parts of the West
were sold to be butchered. We have been
pesured muny times that there s no possible
danger of the discased meat finding its way to
the retailers and theunce to our tables, And
even in that case, the meat is declared by the
physicians not to be dangerous,

In auswer to the despatch sent by the Presi-
dent of the Board of Health to Governor Fen-
ton, asking tEat cattle be oflicially inspected st
Salamsuen, Eimira, Buflalo, and Albany, the
Governor telegraphed us follows:—

*I have adopted measures in aecordauce with
your views."

WasmzaroN, Aug, 13.—Farly this morning
the late residenee of Thaddens Stivens was ba<
sleged by u large crowd, mostly of colored
people, anxlous to view the remains, Onlya
few personal [riends were admitted, ns the
rooms in which he lay was insufficlent to aes
commodate the crowd. Among those present
were Rev, Dr. Gray, Chaplain of the Benates
General J. A, Ekin; Sergeant-at*Arms, Brown
and Senator McDonald, Soon after 11 o'clock &
battalion of Butler's Zouaves, an independeny
colored military company, srrived at Mr, Ste-
vens' house, under command of Capialn Haws
kine. 4

At 12 o'clock the coffin was cloged, and pras
parations made to convey the body to the Capl.
tol. The pall-bearers were composed of colored
and white men, two of the latter being James
Becse and John Chancey, who were in the habis
of carrying Mr. Stevens from the carrisge to his
seat in the House. The coftin was surrounded
by colored Zounves, and the procession, cousist~
ing of them and o few friends, proceeded to the
Capitol, where arrsvgewents had been made to
hiave the body of the deccnsed Iny in state, As
soon a8 the doors were opened, large crowds
congreguted outside, rushed In, and passed
around, viewlng the remalins of Mr, Btevens in
the same place where the body of President Lin-
colon lay. The Great Commoner is the second
person whoee body has lain in state In the ro*
tunda, President Lincoln being the first. The
catafalque stands directly in front of Ellicota’
statue of President Liucoln,
